Hasty Divorces 
By 60 Day Wait 


Springfield, 111., March 1 — (JP) — 
The Illinois legislature was asked 
today to prohibit hasty divorce1. 


A bill submitted in the House by 
Rep. James W. Gray (D-East 
St. 
Louis) would bar courts from issuing 
a divorce decree for 60 days from the 
date the complaint was filed. 


An attempt by the 1947 general 
assembly to slow down—and where 
possible, to prevent — divorces in 
Chicago-ran into constitutional dif- 
ficulties. The Illinois Supreme Court 
threw out the law, calling it special 
legislation.

FROSTED LAMB LOAF

must cio what about his 1S48 income 
tax return, for which the deadline 
is March 15).

Washington, Feb. 28—(/P)—Here': 
an example of filling out your 1948 
income tax return on the 1040 long- 
lorm. 


Jones sits down with his long- 
form, 
the 
instruction 
pamphlet 
which goes with it, and a piece of 
paper for his arithmetic. 


His income was $9,800, all in salary. 
His wife had none. They have two 
schoolboy sons. He's going to make 
a joint return with his wife. 


Because, when a wife has no in- 
come, a joint return is cheaper than 
a return filed by a husband alone. 


So his two problems are deductions 
and 
exemptions. 
He tackles 
the 
deductions first. 


A couple filing jointly — without 
explaining or itemizing a p e n n y - 
can get a standard deduction of 10 
per cent of their income up to a 
iimit of $1,000 in such a standard 
deduction. 


Therefore, Jones' standard deduc- 
tion—10 per cent of his $9,800 in- 
come—is $980. 
Before taking that 
he figures out his deductible ex-

penses to see if they come to more 
than $890. 
Can Claim Them AH 


If they do, he'll have to itemize 
them but he can claim them all and 
save money. 
He figures: $200 for 
charity; $300 for interest and taxe; 
on his house; $110 for medical ex- 
penses. 
Total $610. 
So he'll be 
ahead by taking the standard de- 
duction of $9E0. 


Jones' 
medical 
expenses 
were 
really $600. But the law allows only 
that part which is over 5 per cent 
of your income. 
In Jones' case it 
was $110, since 5 per cent of his 
income is $490.) 


So he turns to page 3 of the long- 
form, bottom-half, enters his in- 
come, $9,800 on line 1, his standard 
deduction, $980, on line 2, subtracts, 
and puts the result, $8,820, on line 
3. That's called his net income. 


Then come exemptions. His tota1 


$1,800. That's $600 for himself, $60C 
for his wife; and $600 for one son 
but not the other. Why? 


You can't claim as a dependent 
anyone who had $500 or more in- 
come, the other $499. 
Has To Find "Tentative" Tax 


On line 4 he writes his $1,800 in 
exemptions. 
Subtracting that from 
his $8.820 income, he enters the re- 
sult, $7,020, on line 5. Because this 
is a joint return, Jones skips to line 
9 and—dividing in half the $7,02C 
on line 5—writes the result: $3,510 
(This is the» part of the new law- 
called "splitting" income to give 
: married couples a lower tax.) 
| 
Now he has to find the "tentative" 
tax on $3,510. He does that by using 
the instruction sheet. 
He writes 
that tentative tax, which comes to 
$732.20, on line 10. 


The next step is to cut that "tent- 
ative tax" to the actual tax. Te fol- 
lows the rules in line 11 (B) and 
writes the result, $107.86 there. Sub- 
tracting that from the $732.20 on 
line 10, the result is $624.34.. which 
he puts on line 12. 
Multiplies It By Two 


That's his half of the tax, as it 
were. But this is a joint return by 
him and his wife. So he multiplier 
$624.34 by two. Gets $1,248,68. 
He 
writes that on line 13. That's his 
full tax for 1948. 


But 
during the 
year 
his 
boss 
withheld from him—say—$1,400 in 
tax. 
That was too much, 
since 
Jones sees now his tax should be 
only $1,248.68. 


So he has a refund of $151.3i 
coming to him. 
He wants the col- 
lector to send him the refund. 
Sc 
he checks that on page cue of the 
long-form, under line No. 10. And 
he fills in the other questions on 
page one. 


Then he and his wife both sign 
the long-form to show it's a joint 
return. If Jones alone signs it, the 
collector will consider it a single 
return. 
That would be more ex- 
pensive for Jones. 


One more thing Jones does. 
He 
attaches to the long-form the form 
W-2 withholding receipt give him 


by his ljp?s for the $1.400 withheld 
from his pay during the year. 
Single Return More Expensive 


If you doubt a single return for 
Jones would be more expensive than 
this joint return, you can figure it 
out for yourself on page 3. 
But 
first, keep these things in mind: 


A married person filing separately 
doesn't get tha "split" income bene 
fit of a joint return. 


And a married person filing sep- 
arately gets a standard dcductior 
of only $500, not the "10 per cent up 
to a limit of $1,000"" that married 
people get on a joint return 


Since Jones' deductible expense? 
were $160, he'd lose money taking 
the $500 standard deduction on a 
separate return. 
He'd claim 
the 
$160 but he'd have to itemize. Even 
so. the $dl0 would be less than the 
standard $980 deduction he could 
claim on a joint return. 


In short. Jones tax, filing s ^ i r - 
ately, would be $1*543.76 instead of 
$1.248.68 on a joint return. 
He'd 
lose $295.08 on the deal.
